Although only one of nine pro­ 
posals on the ballot in the gener­ 
al election last Tuesday—No. 4— 
carried throughout the state, Scott 
County 
voters 
favored 
this 
amendment and two others, No. 
3 and No. 6, a final check of pre­ 
cinct voting reveals. 
No. 4, which provides that old 
age pension eligibles need be but 
65 years instead of 70, received 
an 
overwhelming 
majority 
of 
3660 “yes” votes out of 5624. 
The controversial 
Amendment 
No. 6, sponsored by the Citizens’ 
Road Association and offering 
a 
10-year road program and a penny 
increase in the gasoline tax, car­ 
ried in the county by 2753. This 
measure received more attention 
than any other, as it drew a total 
of 6061 votes. 
The third amendment on 
the 
ballot, providing a special tax of 
a mill on each dollar to be levied 
by county courts for support 
of 
county hospitals, came out ahead 
in Scott County by 248 votes.

Seen As Possible 


London, Nov. 12.—British pub­ 
lic opinion has been so outraged 
by German violence against Jews, 
informed 
quarters 
said 
today, 
that Prime 
Minister 
Chamber­ 
lain’s program 
of 
appeasement 
with Germany may be consider­ 
ably hampered. 
The 
government 
meanwhile 
took steps to protect British Jews 
from violence in Germany 
after 
the wave of anti-Semitic destruc­ 
tion that swept the country yes­ 
terday. 
Until yesterday there were per­ 
sistent rumors the prime minister 
soon would seek an 
opportunity 
to discuss the colonial 
question 
with Reichsfuehrer Hitler as part 
of a general European settlement. 
Now it s believed any such nego­ 
tiations with Germany probably 
will be postponed. 


IN FORCE SOON

said the British-Italian accord of

Securities Law 


More Stringent 
“Why do you refuse to register 
these securities in Missouri, when 
they have already been register­ 
ed by the Federal Securities and 
Exchange Commission at 
Wash­ 
ington?” is a question often ask­ 
ed of Dwight H. Brown secretary 
of state. 
The answer is quite simple. The 
federal securities act is not 
re­ 
gulatory, but merely requires the 
disclosure of the facts in a pros­ 
pectus to be given to 
investors 
who arc asked to buy the secur­ 
ities. 
No m atter how unfair the 
provisions may be to the investor, 
the federal act does not give the 
commission power to refuse reg­ 
istration. 
If the unfair provisons 
are disclosed, the issue must be 
registered. 
In Missouri, however, the state 
securities law is regulatory, and 
requires the Secretary of State to 
refuse registration in event the 
setup 
in his judgment, unfair, 
inequitable or oppressive to in­ 
vestors, 
"Your discussion reminds me,” 
said Brown, of a request made of 
me just three years ago, for reg­ 
istration blanks. Diversified Roy­ 
alty Trust Certificates had 
been 
registered by the Federal Secur­ 
ities and Exchange 
Commission

apply for registration in Missouri 
and sell the "trust certificates” to 
Missouri citizens. 
I refused

newspapers, 
anouncements 
and 
inform ation 
pertaining to deaths of those per­ 
sons who were recipients of old 
j age assistance, and over seventy 
years of age.” The request is then 
made that a com plim entary copy 
be sent each week to the county 
office. 
This service 
would 
have 
no 
value whatever to the publisher 
who is asked to furnish a 
free 
subscription. 
The 
commission 
has employed skilled case-w ork- 
ers to do the county investigating, 
and record keeping, 
and 
there 
seems no reason apparent for a 
newspaper editor to take his em ­ 
ployees’ time and the other print­ 
ing and mailing expenses in order 
to do this work, gratuitously, for 
the state social security commis­ 
sion. 
The social security of the Mis­
